When Sherman Adams resigned 
I found myself remembering the 
hot sun on the bone-white walls 


truck placed lit- 
erally beside one 
of the historic 
walls in the au- 
tumn of 1956. 


A heckler in 

the crowd 

barked like a 

dog and another one called, ‘Tell 
us about Checkers!”’ 


A red flush almost instantly 
spread over the face and neck of 
Richard Milhous Nixon for, as the 
old-fashioned novelists would say, 
it was none other than he who 
was speaking. He gave a quick, 
withering look. A blast came al- 
most to his lips. But he went on 
with his talk. It was an effort. 
Plainly he wanted to go after 
the man in the manner of the old 
Nixon — the hatchet man. But 
standing there with the symbol of 
the Alamo behind him, he re- 
membered that among other 
things he was creating the sym- 
bol, or image, of a new Nixon. 


No man has any way of weigh- 
ing his own political judgments, 
but before the Nixon campaign of 
1956 was done I was convinced 
that he was the hardest working, 
the most thorough, and the most 


intelligent young man the politics | 


of our nation has produced in our 
time. This conclusion was arrived 
at the hard way, as the saying 
has it, because I entertained oth- 
er ideas before watching him at 


work and having the opportunity | 


of conversation with him. 


President’s Illness 


He knew that the President's 
illness had set the people to think- 
ing about the vice presidency. 
The President could not carry the 
big load. He could, at best, apply 
the icing to the cake. It was up 
to Nixon to mix the batter and 
bake the layers of it. This he did 
with consummate skill. It was not 
so much that it was politically 
necessary for him to create a new 
image. One had the feeling he had 
been waiting for just such an op- 
portunity. 


Across a good many years it 
has been my observation that the 
basic qualification of a success- 
ful practitioner of political arts is 
the capacity to take infinite pains 
and to overlook none of the little 
things. 


On that campaign the press 
cars and those carrying the local 
committees along the roads to 
and from airports grew used to 
sudden, neck-popping stoppages. 
We never failed to stop at a 
junior college, univegsity or high 
school. The grammar grades 
lined up along the roads got the 
cheery smile and the big wave. 
But the young people in their ear- 
ly and late teens got a personal 
visit and many of the outstretched 
hands were shaken. 


It was a little thing. In fact, it 
was as simple as doing a simple 
sum like adding 17 and 4 or 18 
and 4. This was 1956. In 1960 
Richard Milhous Nixon hoped to 
be a candidate. Thousands of 
those who were high school sen- 
iors, and all of those who were 
in a college or university would 
be voters in 1960. 


Little Things 


There were other illustrations 

of thought applied to little things 

. some of which could have 

no possible effect until a number 

of years had passed. But this one 
will suffice. 


So when Sherman Adams. re- 
signed, I remembered the patient, 
thorough campaign, the intelli- 
gence, the desire to learn and to 
know. Sherman Adams would 
have gone along with Richard 
Nixon in 1960—if, finally, there 
was no one else. But he was not 
looked upon as a Nixon man. 
Now, Adams will be a liability to 
any other Republican who might 
fancy the nomination. More than 
ever the 1960 GOP convention be- 
gins to look like as much of a 
formality as the one in the Cow 
Palace in 1956.

Ilsa was moving north-northeast 
at about 15 miles an hour, and 
was located by reconnaissance 
planes about 230 miles southeast 
of Bermuda.

However, there were no reports 
of deaths from the furious storm.

Straits Wednesday. 


Besides 14 confirmed kills the 
Nationalists believe the Sabrejets 
possibly brought down three more 
and damaged another three.

Today the tri-county area of Fulton, 
DeKalb and Cobb begins its effort to 
raise this year’s goal of $2,359,656 for 
Community Services—the new name for 
the Community Chest. 

The new name is more fitting since 
the organized campaign is designed to 
do just that in providing funds for com- 
munity services. The drive will produce 
operating funds for 57 local health and 
welfare services which last year helped 
more than 228,000 persons in the metro- 
politan area. 

Forty-one per cent of the total is used 
in youth guidance agencies working dl- 
rectly with boys and girls. Funds go to 
such agencies as boys and girls clubs, 
YMCA, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, YWCA, 
and similar youth-serving groups. 

Twenty-four per cent goes to Red 
Feather agencies which provide a help- 
ing hand to families during emergen- 
cies. Twenty per cent goes for child care 
to provide food, clothing, shelter and day 
care for neglected and unwanted chil- 
dren. Ten per cent of the total supports 
organizations serving the sick and the 
aged. The remainder helps servicemen 
and women and the handicapped. 

All of these agencies have been certi- 
fied as worthy of support by committees 
of representative citizens, 98 of whom 
arrived at this year’s goal after months 
of careful study. 

The amount sought is 1 per cent more 
than last year’s goal. It is 5 per cent 
more than actually was raised. But it 
_ must be remembered that population of 
the three counties is increasing by 2,200 
every month. This means a like increase 
in community services and the human 
problems with which we have to deal. 

Last year almost 18,000 people vol- 
unteered their time to work during the 
campaign. Housewives, businessmen, pro- 
fessional people, secretaries and execu- 
tives all gave of their time to help 
strengthen the framework of community 
life. Fully as many are needed this year 
if the goal is to be reached. 

The goal itself is small when compared 
to the population of the three counties. It 
can be reached in record time if volun- 
teers make the effort and if that effort is 
rewarded with a generous response from 
donors.

Waste, stemming from flagrant use of 
political pressure to promote cronyism 
and to reward favorite constituents with 
jobs in which they do little or no work, 
is one of the reasons Georgians have 
failed to receive full value for their tax 
dollars. 

Highway board member George Mat- 
hews called attention to an example last 
week when he charged that some mem- 
bers of the General Assembly use their 
influence to get road engineers to hire 
needless field workers. 

With the highway department used 
as a patronage agency, and road work 
done for political expediency rather than 
on a basis of public need, Georgia road 
construction and maintenance have suf- 
fered accordingly. Continuance of such 
practices would greatly impair the am- 
bitious highway program under way. 

Reckless use of political pressure is 
a dangerous thing whether applied to a 
governmental department or the Gen- 
eral Assembly itself. 

Economy in government and inde- 
pendence of the legislative branch, two 
of Governor-nominate Vandiver’s an- 
nounced goals, go hand in hand. One 
tremendous step toward achieving both 
would be enactment of a law prohibiting 
legislators from holding state jobs and 
preventing any who have an official con- 
nection with the state, including mem- 
bers of the General Assembly, from do- 
ing business with the state. 

It would be a logical start toward 
ending some of the evils that have con- 
tributed toward the financial crisis loom- 
ing ahead.

Lawyers Who Attack the Supreme Court 
Are Reminded of Their Code of Ethics 


Atlanta — The code of ethics 
of American lawyers includes the 
following: 

It is the duty of the lawyer 
to maintain towards the courts 
a respectful attitude, not for the 
sake of the temporary incumbent 
of the judicial office, but for the 
maintenance of its supreme im- 
portance. Judges, not being wholly 
free to defend themselves, are 
peculiarly entitled to receive the 
support of the bar against unjust 
criticism and clamor. 

In view of this stipulation, one 
wonders about the ethics of cer- 
tain lawyers who have been at- 
tacking the Supreme Court of the 
United States. These lawyers 
have assailed the court in the 
most vicious possible terms; but 
what have they accomplished? 

Exactly nothing, I should say 
—except the undermining of re- 
spect for law and our entire ju- 
dicial system. For if the U.S. Su- 
preme Court — which has been 
called ‘“‘the Supremest Supreme 
Court in the world” — is as cor- 
rupt as these lawyers would have 
us believe, then who can have 
faith and trust in any court? 

It is, of course, the right and 
duty of a lawyer to seek legal 
ways to mitigate the effects of 
adverse decisions handed down 
by any court. But to rant and 
rave and indulge in vituperative 
personal attacks on the judges 
themselves seems ethically open 
to question. 

There is a legal remedy for ad- 
verse decisions handed down by 
any Supreme Court: a constitu- 
tional amendment. In this matter 
of segregation, why don’t we 
work for an amendment that will 
make segregation legal again?

Let These States Adhere 
To Traditional Sea Limit 


The United States is arguing about the three-mile limit with 
more than Communist China. It is also arguing with Texas, Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi, Alabama and Florida. Communist China claims its 
territorial limits run to 12 miles off the coast. 


This country says ‘‘no’’ — the 
limit is three miles under gen- 
erally accepted international law. 
As a result our Seventh Fleet is 
operating to within three miles of 
the islands of Quemoy and Matsu. 

The five coastal states claim 
that their territorial limits run 
out to their historic boundaries— 
which they variously claim at 
three to six leagues, or 10 to 20 
miles. They cite the fact that 
President Eisenhower once up- 
held their position. They want the 


nations to three miles and no 
more.”’ 

At stake is vast undersea 
riches—and the decision as to 
whether they shall go to a few 
states or to the federal govern- 
ment for use of all the states. 
For the good of all citizens, it is 
to be hoped that the traditional 
three-mile limit is upheld by the 
court.

Negro Republican movements, 
which operated in a few counties 
during the half-century of the all- 
white Democratic primary, also 
provided a nucleus for expanded 
Negro voting. 


Such was the case in McIntosh 
County, where Negroes constituted 
the bulk of the Republican party. 
(McIntosh, incidentally, was the 
last county to have a Negro in the 
Georgia Legislature.) 


But politics—ever unpredictable 
—has led to some of the most 
surprising instances of Negro vot- 
ing. 

Even in the “black belt,” where 
the statistical data would lead one 
to expect otherwise, Negro voting 
occasionally is substantial. 


ONE EXPLANATION 


Here is how political observers 
explain that: 


Intense factional fights within 
counties, where both sides are al- 
most evenly matched, have some- 
times led political leaders to look 
for new sources of votes—Ne- 
groes. 


In the past, it was usually the 
“‘anti-Talmadge” faction that pro- 
moted Negro voting. Though po 
litical lines are changing, the Ne- 
groes remain on the list. 


—— 


Rough political in-fighting is the 
only explanation advanced to ex- 
plain why in southeast Georgia it 
is possible to find adjacent coun- 
ties, one with unusually high Ne- 
gro registration and one abnor- 
mally low. 


One of the most famous cases of 
rough factionalism is in Laurens 
County. 


RISES TO 3,507 

There, in 1948, Negro registra- 
tion was purged down from 2,250 
to 785. Yet, along with the pres- 
sure of the Carlus Gay-Herschel 
Lovett battles, it has risen today 
to 3,507. In a pre-election drive a 
few years ago, 1,550 Negroes were 
added to the rolls in 14 days there. 


The support Negroes have given 
Atlanta’s Mayor Hartsfield has 
been well publicized. Less well 
known is Hartsfield’s erstwhile 
record of opposing Negro suffragé. 


Now another Atlanta politician 
who formerly was not well re- 
ceived by Negro voters is begin- 
ning to receive their support. He 
is State Sen. Charlie Brown, who 
carried most Negro boxes in his 
recent successful reelection bid.

The name is really John P. 
John, so infrequently used to 
refer to him that he might as 
well not have it, and compar- 
ing himself to Napoleon is. not 
wholly his idea because under- 
average statue, gamin haircut, 
and Roman nose have moved 
many students of Napoleon to 
say the resemblance to the Em- 
peror is more than slight. 


But Mr. John’s Napoleonic 
complex is nothing trivial. Be- 
sides the haircut, he has a 
full Napoleon uniform, com- 
plete with sword, the Diamond 
Order of Napoleon, and a full 
library about Napoleon.

The World 


Today television in Atlanta is 10 years old . . . and if that 
little anniversary doesn’t make you feel your age, you're immune 
to the ravages of time! In fact, I suspect that all the festive and 
happy celebration WSB-TV is staging today and tomorrow is 
aimed at making you lose sight of the fact that you’re a dodder- 


ing oldster in your pleasure over the progress of this rambunc- 
tious infant. 


Personally, I’m still lost in wonderment and awe over radio 
and nothing television does is either astonishing or quite believ- 
able to me. They’ve done—and are doing—some pretty amazing 
things but I’m back there with Marconi, still marveling over the 
speed with which sound flaps around the world. 


The day they hooked up a battery set in the commissary in 
Creola, Ala., and allowed me to put on the headphones and listen 
to Billy Sunday preaching in Mobile 18 miles away I was as as- 
tonished and amazed as I'll ever be. Of course, I couldn’t hear 
what Mr. Sunday was saying but it was all right. I bragged 
shamelessly to the children at grammar school next day and there- 
after enjoyed some prestige in the community as a child who 
had advantages. (It wasn’t long, alas, until they all caught up with 
me and Amos and Andy were in every home! ) 


There have been times, I must admit, when I’ve been in the role 
of the wicked fairy at the cribside of this precocious youngster, 
television. There have been times in the stilly night when I’ve 
wished it had died a-borning. (This usually when a horror movie 
or a bright and overloud inquiry about the state of my digestive 
tract yanked me from a sound sleep.) 


But there have been times, too, when my admiration and re- 
spect for it have been boundless. The way television covers the 
news, taking you to the coronation of a queen in England, to the 
national conventions of the political parties, giving you a close and 
very personal look at candidates in times of campaigns. . . . These 
are valuable contributions to most of our lives. 


Sometimes we mourn the passage of the old personal contacts— 
actually being at a political rally or a ball game, shaking the 
candidate’s hand, almost catching that fly. 
occasions. When you look back you'll remember that usually you 
didn’t go to the rally anyhow and if you did you couldn't get close 
enough to hear what the man was saying, much less to see the ex- 
pression on his face—to judge if you could his intelligence and 
sincerity. 


The first election I paid any attention to was the election of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1932. I was a high school student working 
part-time for the Mobile paper and thrilled to be on hand to take 


election returns over the telephone on that historic night. Part of | 
the excitement was in the milling crowd that jammed the streets | 


| outside the building to watch the returns being flashed on a sheet 
| attached to the building opposite. 


That’s a strange and primitive system compared te the way 
people learned the outcome of the last state election. They still 
looked in a large part, we hope, to the newspaper but most of 
them stayed at home and got not only the returns which were 
pouring into the newsroom but glimpses of the candidates—the 
winners and the losers and their wives and children. 


It’s a smart and knowledgeable brat, this television, and as it 
grows our world seems to shrink. Its responsibility is great and I 
hope it will continue to flourish like the green bay tree.

y if «Violins for the World 


Can a violin-maker, before he makes a violin, predict exactly 
what the instrument will sound like when it is finished? 


I asked that question of Georgia violin-maker Ernest Hodges, 
who has “retired’’ to a mountain farm near Murrayville. ‘Well, 
now I'll have to think about that for a minute,’’ he answered. - “‘I 
know in advance whether the violin is going to be on the soprano or 
the cello side of sound, and I know how to design one with empha- 
sis on brightness or emphasis on clarity of tone—and I try to strike 
a perfect balance. But as to the exact sounds it will make—well, 
no, you can’t tell in advance.” 


And it takes a year to make a violin! 


His Violins Are the Best 


Hodges had a violin shop on Pryor street in Atlanta for years, 
and made and repaired instruments there as well as teaching violin. 
The instruments he has made have brought such comments as 
“One of the finest violins I have ever played’ from Alexander 
Hilsberg, conductor of the New Orleans Symphony and former con- 
cert master with the Philadelphia Orchestra. 


Hodges displayed a violin he had made. ‘This maple grew 
up in Tennessee. I cut this wood right out of the trunk after I had 
seasoned it for years. The spruce here was cut in 1830 and had 
seasoned since that time,’’ he explained. (Maple is always used for 
all of the violin except the top, where the F holes are. The top is 
always made of spruce.) 


Each piece of the violin was carefully matched for grain and 
carefully shaped for tone. ‘I make my own varnish—an oil var- 
nish which takes several weeks to dry, and I put eight or more 
coats on a violin. You can see why it takes so long,’’ Hodges said. 

The infinite care that he took in cutting and gluing the beauti- 
ful pieces of wood together was obvious as another reason for the 
long, long time a fine violin is in the making. 


Can Make Other Thitigs, Too 


Violins aren’t the only thing Ernest Hodges can make. He has 
an enormous chicken house on his farm. “I built that last year,” 
he said. “It didn’t leave much time for violins.” 


Hodges said that he “retired’”’ to his remote mountain farm 
when city living ‘‘got too much” for him. “But they still find me, 
away up here,” he said. ‘‘And so I still repair some violins and 
still give some lessons.” 


The reason for my trip to Hodges’ farm was to find out if an 
old violin owned by a Barrow County farmer, Herman Martin, was 
a genuine Stainer violin, or a copy made in the Stainer style. It 
wasn’t a Stainer, but was a good violin. 


‘You read every now and then where someone has found a 
Stradivarius,’’ Hodges said. “I don’t ever believe it. There hasn't 
been a genuine find, to my knowledge, in the last 100 years. Every 
Strad still in existence is known.” 


Stradivarius’ signature has been forged more times than any 
man’s in history, Hodges said. So if you are wondering if that 
old violin you found in the attic is a Stradivarius, you might 
as well kiss that fortune goodby—even if the label you can see 
through the F holes says it is a Strad.
